DOES NOT BEE,

Bome Iden of the Careful and Pains-
taking Work Which Necessarily
Precedes the First Performance of
n Well Conducted Stage Produc-
tion—The Stage Manager's Part in
the Work. »

Few whn see a play well parformead
have any idea of the careful preparis
tion glven to it. The work done by
actors and thele directors at rehear-
stild s described In a matier-of-fact
way In a new book, entitled “The The-
uter and Ite People' The first thing
usnally done s to call the company toe-
gether to ear the ploce read. The ace
tore may have known litle about {t
except the portione contained in their
geparate roles. By courtesy the author
Ig agked to o the reader, but he usunle
Iy declines In favor of the stage direc-
tor, This meeting s held In any
handy room, in a theater or elsewhere,
The director makes use of his host elo-
cutlon, o {hat the actors may cateh
the splrit and full meaning of the
scenes ny they sit before him ke any
other audienes, Fach paye especind
heed to the pnssages In which he (8
to Aigure, Te |a anxlous about the res
Intions which he 1= to hear to the
others, anil he may also be fealous
nhout his ensmparatlve Importanec,
The reading Includeg all the direciions
am well ag the dialogue, and nccupies
ahout twa hours, or the =ame (ima
that a performaonce of the same plny
will take, aside from the Intermission
hetween acts. i

After the reading Is oaver each actor
recelves a typawritlen copy of his part.
The whole plny I=s not given to him.
Then the diveetor announces the time
and place of the flrst rohearaal, whieh
I8 usually held the next morning on
4 stage., But in the autumn, when
numerous companies ave being drllled
In New York, eamall halls have to be
nged instead. The players come In
everyvday street attive, and if the place
i# none too well warmed, they keep
thelr overcoats, wraps aml hats on,
If It is In o theater, the stage Is neav-
Iy harve of scenery, and Is dimly lght=-
ed by a bad blend of bunched mgas jets
and obseure windows., If it is In a
hall the light is hetter, but the harren-
ness Is worse, The gtage 18 represente
a1 by a chalk-lined space on.the floor,
The things that will by and by glve
illusion and glamour are not s0 much
4= suggosted,

THE FIRST REHEANRSATL,

The reallty of a first rehearsal, as de-
geribed by the author of “The Theatay
and 1te People,” I8 In the widest con-
teast with the performanee which It iy
intended to lead to, On the flest morn-
Ing the opening act only is taken up.
The players have nat vel heen roquirea
to memorize theiv pavts. Thoey are 1o
learn  the  action  fivst. They oo
throngh with the positions and movies
ments as written down by the author
and explalned by the diveetor, Taoors
and windows are indleiited by chilrs,
Raleonies,  stalrwavs,  fences,  tes,
sloping banks, winding paths, floeal

prepared with the flest act, Al may
then he told to =tudy the second act for
the ensuing day. when the thivd net
mir he taken up.
